A ”CuItur-Kampf”—a fight against Oericalism—is now raging 
on both sides of the Rhine. In both countries the trouble is 
with the Gcricil |)arl> . But here the resemblance ceases. In 
France the fight is for religious and civic liberty. In Ger¬ 
many it is simply a family quarrel between the temporal and ih« 
spiritual forces of reaction. 

It is characteristic of the situation in Germ.my tiul the govern* 
inent, areording to cable dispatches, does not intend to break out¬ 
right with the Centrum (the Clerical party). The Kaiser only wants 
to let it know that it is not iiidispen.sable. 

That is the real reason for the dissolution of the Reichstag. The 
refusal to vote a certain sum (yH million dollars) for Southwestern 
Africa was only the long desired pretext for making an effort to shake 
off the yoke of the troublesome Clerical party. 1 

It would be an inexcusable folly, of course, to insist on a reduc¬ 
tion of tlie army in the colonics which could put in doubt the re¬ 
sult of tlie war. But it was for the Kaiser’s government and his partisans 
to s/iotc tliat such a reduction is impossible. The official figures.'how- 
ever, stand in the way. They show that the number of me "rcbcU" 
lias been reduced to 300 men in all. Yet the Kaiser wants to keep 
8,000 cokmial troops (mostly blacks) in Southwest Africa. 

The Imperial chancellor, von Buelow, in a regular sttunp specrii 
which was his last expression in the Reichstag, gave the keynote for 
the govemment campaign in this coming election. It is not a question 
of a couple of millio; s of dollars, more or less. It U the question 
whether the Reichstag shall decide on questions of peace and war. 

» * * 

’’.Sliall we abandon our national position,” .said Prince Buelow, 
"for the sake of an insignificant sum, at the end of a campaign which 
has cost hundreds of millions? Shall alt this sacrifice have bm madu 
for imtliiiig? Shall the German nation be smaller than other nations? 
That is the question to which the German Empire will have to answer 
yes or no.” i 

Now this is, of course, not the question, at least not in the way 
tliat Buelow puts it. Tlie CeiiU''im (Clerical party) has gone with tlw 
government tlirough thick and thin oil the rofoniri question.

Tbe main idea of Social'Mn is 
siiiiple and noble. ^Scientists be- 
Keve that the prc.'etit form of prop¬ 
erty holding" dKidcs society into 
two great elasse-. One of these 
classes, the wage- earning, the mo- 
letariat, is obliged.to pay the otwr, 
the capitalist, a S4->rt of tax, in order 
to be able to live at all, and exercise 
its faculties to anv «logree. Here 
is a multitude ut human beings, 
citizens; they nothing, they 

can live only by tlitir work. But 
in order to work tlicy need an ex¬ 
pensive equipment which they have 
not got, and raw material and capi¬ 
tal which they have not got. An¬ 
other class owns the means of pro¬ 
duction, the land, the factories, the 
machines, the raw materials, and 
accumulated capital iu the form of 
money. The first class is, then, 
forced to put itself into the hands 
of tltc second, and naturally this 
capitalist and possessing class, tak¬ 
ing advantage of its pow’er, makes 
tlie working and non-owning class 
pay large forfeit. It does not rest 
content after it has Ixen reimbursed 
for the advances it lias made and 
has repaired the wear and tear on 
the machinery. -It levies in addi¬ 
tion every year and indefinitely a 
consi^Yable tax on the product of 
the workman and the fanner in 
the form of rent for farms, ground 
rent, rent of land in the cities, taxes 
for the payment of the public debt, 
indfisfml profit, commercial profit, 
and interest on stocks and bonds. 

Just as the old feudal road was 
bl^ed and cut up at every step by 
toU-rights and dues, so, for the pro¬ 
letarian, the road of life is cut up 
by the feudal rights imposed upon 
him by capital. He can neither 
wor’t nor eat, clothe nor shelter 
himself, without paying a sort of 
ransom to the owning and capi¬ 
talist class. 


To Itave responsibility without 
authority, to be punished without 
iiaving 6^ even consulted, such is 
tile paradoxical fate of the prole¬ 
tariat under capitalist diwrder. And 
if capita! were organized, if by 
means of vast trusts it were able to 
regulate prosluction, it would onlv 
regulate it for its own profit. It 
would abuse the power gained by 
union to impose usurious prices on 
the community of. buyers, and the 
working class would escape from 
economic disorder only to fall un¬ 
der the yoke of monopoly. 

All this misery, all this injustice 
and disorder result from the fact 
that one class monopolizes the 
means of production and of life, 
and imposes its law on another 
class and on society as a whole. 
The thing to do, therefore, is to 
break down this supremacy of one 
class. The oppress^ class must be 
enfranchised, and tvith it the wtiole 
of society. .All difference of class 
must he alxilished by transferring 
to the wliolc body of citizens, the 
organized community, the owner¬ 
ship of the means of production and 
of life which, today, in the hands of 
a single class, is a power of exploi¬ 
tation and oppression. The univer¬ 
sal co-operation of all citizens must 
be substituted for the disorderly 
and abusive rule of the minority. 
This is the only method by which 
the individual can be enfranchised. 

In th- present state of humanity, 
where our only organization is on 
the basis of nationality, social prop¬ 
erty will take the form of national 
property. But the action of the 
proletariat will assume more and 
more an international character. 
The various nations tliat are evolv¬ 
ing toward Socialism will regulate 
their dealings with each other more 
and mere according to the princi¬ 
ple of justice and peace. But for a 


long time to come the nation as 
suu will fumisb the historical set¬ 
ting of Soeialism; it will be the 
mold in which the new justice will 
be cast. 

Let no one be astonished tliat we 
bring forward the idea of a national 
community now, whereas at first 
we set ourselves to establish the 
liberty of the individual. The na¬ 
tion, and the nation alone, can en¬ 
franchise all citizens. Only the na¬ 
tion can furnish the means of free 
development to alt. Private asso¬ 
ciations, temporary and limited in 
cliaracter, can protect limited 
groups of indiriduals only for a 
time. But there is only one imiver- 
sat a.s.sociation that can guarantee 
the rights of alt individuals without 
exception, not only the rights of 
living, but of those who are yet 


unborn, and who will take tlieir 
places in the generations to come. 

If, then, we invoke the nation, 
we do so in order to insure the 
right' of the indr bjual in the full¬ 
est and most universal sense. Not 
a single human being for a sinrie 
moment of time should be excluded 
from the sphere of rights. Not one 
should be in danger of becoming! 
the party or instniui^t of another 
individual. Not should be de¬ 
prived of the surd r^ns of labor¬ 
ing freely without servile depend¬ 
ence on any other htiKvidual. 

Social ownerskif’ of property is 
merely opportnnity of action 
brought within the reach of all. 

Socialism will exalt and ennoble 
humanity. It will level up' all men 
and give new meaning and dignity 
to life.

Robert Hunter, the author of 
"Poverty,” who was in Germany re¬ 
cently, begins an account of the 
German Social-Democratic con¬ 
gress, in the International Socialitt 
tieviev!, as follows: 

"It is rather startling lo one, 
whose impressions of Socialist 
movements have been confinctl al¬ 
most entirely to the United States, 
to enter into one of the largest and 
most beautiful halls in the world— 
a hall seating lo.ooo pwsons—and 
find it packed to the point of suffo¬ 
cation with delegates, party mem¬ 
bers, and friend* of the Social- 
Democratic ■ party of Germany. I 
speak of entering; as a matter of 
fact it toede me two hou-.-s to enter. 
Relying upon my experience at 
home for guidance 1 went a half 
hour late.. When I came near the 
hall 1 saw an immense throng of 
people, surely not less than three or 
four thousand, standing be ore the 
doors. I congratulated myself on 
not being any later and hurriedly 
elbowed my i^y among the peopk 
in order to be as near the entrance 
as possible when the doors should be 
opened. But before I had gone far, 

I discovered that Ae hall was al¬ 
ready overcrowded and that we 
were shut out 1 None of us was of 
a mind for that, end so W"e broke a 
few window panes; but it was of 
no avail—we were informed that 
the hall would support-no more and 
that Ae authorities would permit no 
one else to enter. Fortunately, 
liowever, for me, most of those or'.- 
si'de went away after a time, and 
somewh.'xt later as a few pf tliose 
inside begen to come out, i slipped 
in.

It 
seemed as if they had escaped some¬ 
how the perfect^ system of hbor- 
exploitation which exists with-us, 
lliey looked at if they were ^ting. 
a loaf or two of biMd the fet of, 
Ae struggle wiA Ae capitalists. 
They were serious-minded, mddy- 
faced, mnscnlar, and otie could tee 
that Aey bad saved from Ae ex- 
pioitatiou of the capiulists enoi^ 
(diysica] and mental strengA to live 
like men during their leisure Honrs. 

“Inside, other Aings impressed 
me. I was squeezed sotightamangit* 
the fellows about me that I could; 
not see them, and I contented my¬ 
self wiA looking across a sea of 
faces such as I had never seeni 
massed in one place before. Clear 
tnd resonant over Ais sea cause Aie j 
x'oice of BebeL A few montlu ago! 
I saw in New York a convention of 
American citizens standing on 
Aairs autd for twenty nunntes wav¬ 
ing their hats and arms, as if th^ 
'uui lost comidetely their sCnse^, in 
irder to show their appredatloh of 
1 candidate for office. They were! 
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mal-contents, they were in fear lest 
Aeir liberties should be lost them, 
and they wanted a Moses to save 
them; this Aey tiiouglit was he. 
Here in Mannheim 1 see an old man 
talking to his sons. 1 le has seen Ae 
movement grow up from c*""'dliood. 
For nearly half a century he has 
ser\"ed it with faiAfiilness and tvith 
power. He lias worked his entire 
life for this Aing; yes, more, he 
has overworked and nut seldom has 
lie been vexed, wearied and out of 
heart In tliis serv"ice he has grown 
gray, and furrowed, and great To¬ 
day he is Ae ablest man in the Ger¬ 
man Reichstag and one of the able.st 
and most powerfnl debaters in Ac 
world."

The Pennsylvaiiim Railroad Co 
is treating Ae American people tr 
anoAer one of ftsli wonderful ex¬ 
hibitions of how a corporation can. 
to all oatward appearances, give 
employes more moHey and clean up 
greats profits ABl ever. WiA a 
big flourish of tminpepts Ae Penn- 
svlvania magnathi> advertised the 
alleged fact scverhl weeks ago that 
all employes recetvloff less thM $33 
a month would receive an increase 
of 10 per cent in wages. Columitf 
of pruse* were sung by tbe capi¬ 
talistic dailies, ahd it wouldn't liave 
taken much effort to get tlic people 
to agree to hand the Pennsylvania 
another row of political offices just 
to display their gratitude. But dur- 
'ing Ac past couple of weeks per¬ 
sistent stories have been sent along 
itbe road, and which the prosperity 
puffing dailies have been forced to 
notice, to the effect that the Petin- 
iwlinutia Co. v*s laying off in- 
(Mnitely hundred', of employes and 
piling more work on those who 
were retained. As the corporation 
also has a so-calkd old-age pension 
s\"stem, it was noted particularly 
that those employes wh^ services 
■were dispens^ with were mostly 
men w"ho would have been eligible 
to draw pension in a few years. 
Thus two or three birds are killed 
■with one stone. The Pennsylvanb 
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got big advertising and disarmed 
mneh eritidtm by its wage ad¬ 
vance; Its work will be done by 
fewer men and the wage ri^ite, in¬ 
stead of costing thecorporation any¬ 
thing, will really mean more profit 
for the magnates; and, finally, the 
pensioners are being got nd of 
easily, with the result that still 
more money will be left for the 
plutes to divide among themselves. 


Old Age Pension Funds. 

Clarion (London) ; The income 
tax committee's report must be 
made to pave the way to old age 
pensions. By faxing unearned in¬ 
come at a higher rate ilian income 
worked for, and by imposing a 
heavy super lax on huge super¬ 
fluity, the government can mani¬ 
festly raise a very substantial Na¬ 
tional Workers' Retiring Fund. 
Until that is secured Acre must be 
no reduction of the pi ;"ent rate for 
anybody. On that point Radical¬ 
ism and Labourism must be reso¬ 
lute ; provision for the aged work¬ 
people first: abatement for gentility 
after. This is where Radicalism 
and Labourism come in: the House 
of I-ords lias no finger in the pie. 

The committee’s recoininendatioii 
of “compulsory personal declara¬ 
tion of total net income” must be 
enforced, hut enlorcenicnt to be ef¬ 
fective must be backed by heavj 
money penalties for misrepresenta¬ 
tion. To be honest, under the 
present system, is as it w"as in 
Hamlet's time, "lo be one pick’d out 
of ten tliousand." It is im belief 
that if the tax could be faiily col¬ 
lected it would yield half as much 
again. I have been tohl of an in- 
'lividual making an average of 
doo pounds a year who has never 
been asked to income tax; an-J 
I know of another individual malt¬ 
ing 30.000 pounds a year who man¬ 
ages to evade payment. 

The tax would vield still more 
if some system could be devised of 
applying it lo inconi? deri'ced from 
interest collected abroad. English¬ 
men having an account in a foreign 
'lank, or having friends abroad, can 
iml do make foreign investments 
•nd draw tlieir dividends abroad 
vithout paying a penny of income 
ax. 'The remedy probably lies in 
mtemational co-operation to “col¬ 
lect at Ae sourse’’ in all cases and 
•n all countries. At any rate, the 
ixiint urgently demands attention.

The writer of the letter named a witness 
of this. Herr Puttkamer, he added, was alleged to have known of 
tMa, but look no action.

Turning to the cast of Dr. Peters, Herr Bebel said that Baron 
von Richthnirn, when he was ilircclor of the Colonial Department, 
summoned Privy Counciili.r Ilellwig, who lud officially taken action 
against Dr. Peters, and advised him to resign, as his artion in the 
matter lud licen too violent .and would not lx: forgiva-n him. Itaron 
von Richtliofcn promised Herr Ilellwig a positktn as director of tme 
of the Camerixiii comjumcs if he resigiHxl. (.Sensatktn.) Herr lleW 
declared that llcrr Helhvig was a victim of Ihc Reichstag mcmlicrs. 
Count Arnim, Herr .\rcndt and llcrr von Kardoff. Those gvuUemen. 
Herr Bcbel exclainicil. had ahitscel their tKisitions as deputies. 

Trcmcntlous uproar ensuctl, ainl Herr .Arendt sprang up and ad¬ 
vanced to the trihnne. The vice president rang his bell, and said;

Herr Beliel—I refuse to withdraw a single wonl. 

The uproar increased. Herr /tibcil. a Socialist momher from

The trade union straggle cannot 
attain tasting success without the 
political activity’ of the SocitlUt 
party. The workers must fortify 
and permanently secure by their po- 
liticaLpower that they wring from 
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or against tlieni tlyc name of 
y iii^vidual membCT most be 
set furtli, hence in some states tliere 
i- no power to sue or be sued in the 
name of the union, and without a 
>|M;cial sututc the couuhon law 
rules as to unions prevails in full 
force. In cuch states it is not error 
to refuse an injunction against a 
union. In some jurisdktious they 
may now sue or be -aned in thie 
name of tlie unions, hence they as 
well as their members may be en¬ 
joined, they may be fined for rioUl- 
iiig the injunction, and may be 
(jiiilty of a crime and fined for con¬ 
tempt of court. 

Where tltcre is a conflict in the 
obligations of a incinlicr of the 
union and the public, tlie latter is 
paramount .An employer has a 
perfect right to employ non-union 
men when union men are out on a 
strike, and agreements to employ 
iKinc hut union men luve been de¬ 
clared invalid. 

Tliat laltor lias the right to or¬ 
ganize as well as capital is well 
r.stahlislied. Labor unions may 
strike jieaceabl^'. And may persuade 
Init not intimidate oUters to join 
them, i’icketing is sometimes sus¬ 
tained, liut under varying circum¬ 
stances has been held illegal. In 
some jurisdictions a peaceable boy¬ 
cott will Ik enjoined on the princi¬ 
ple tliat the acts though legal when 
committed by one, if. when 
comr.'Jitcd bv many in an agree¬ 
ment tlicy injure anotlicr or destroy 
his business, they become an unlaw¬ 
ful conspiracy which the courts will 
enjoin. When members of a union 
agreed to prevent the employment 
of other men in their place by call-, 
ing a strike, and by force, threats, 
intimidation, and picketing, they 
were guilty of a conspiracy—Ciir- 
rfHt Law.
